Likewiſe, he thought the Caſtle of Striviling, the 
moſt convenient Place for the Reſidence of this moſt Noble and 
Mighty Prince, in Erg he was born there: As alſo, it 8 
Vas neceſſary, that ſufficient Preparation might be made for the 

Ambaſſadors that ſhould be invited to come, for Honour of the 
Crown and Country. And beſides all this, becauſe the Chapel 
Royal was ruinous, and two little, concluded, that the old

of England, whoſe whole Expences, were defrayed: by his 
Sovereign the Queen of England. And becauſe the reſt 
of the Ambaſſadors were repaired to Striviling by his Majeſty's:

Tempeſts ; ſome of whoſe Looks did now more than ever dil- 
courage the reſt: For this Night he became very weak, the 
Fever augmenting, the Raving becoming worſe than ever, in 
which he began to toſs and tumble, to ſing in his Sleep, pro- 


fering to have leaped out of the Bed, gathering the Sheets to- 


_ gether, the Convulſions being more violent: In which Ex- 
tremity, his Tongue, Mouth, and Throat being more dry 
than ever, 72 called he not for any kind of Moiſture, com- 
plaining of Thirſt, which evidently ſhewed, that the Vehe- 
mency of his Diſeaſe had overcome the Seat of Reaſon, other- 
wiſe he could not but have complained, as he did before. 
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On Wedneſday the fourth of November, and the eleventh 5 


Day of his Sickneſs, all Hopes of Recovery were leſs than 
ever, the Phyſicians, Chirurgeons, and Apothecaries, beginning 
to be diſmayed, but that like Pilots, they did bear it out brave- 
ly, ſo long as was poflible ; yet (as Men perplexed in ſuch an 
Extremity} the moſt Part were of Opinion, that the Criſis was 
to be ſeen, before a final Reſolution, of which there was as 


yet ſmall Appearance: All the former Accidents mean-while 


encreaſed, the whole World beginning to be afraid. This 


Day a Cock was eloven by the Back, and applied unto the 
_ Soles of his Feet, but in vain ; the Cordials alſo were redoubled 


in Number and Quantity, but without any Profit. |

This Afternoon his Majeſty hearing of his undoubted Dan- 
ger (altho* more faber than at other Times) came to ſee him; 
t being advertiſed how Matters went, and were likely to go, 
and what Addition of Grief it would be unto him, to fee his 
beſt beloved Son in that Extremity, he was at laſt perſuaded to 
depart without Viſitation, yet giving Order and Command be-

been any Prayers ſaid in his Chamber, fince hi Sickneſs, or

ä 8 mean-while, not willing too much to diſ- 
quiet his Highneſs, called for to ſay Prayers that Evening at 
his Highneſs's Bed-fide, where ſpeaking ſome hat low, fear- 
ing to offend his diſtemper'd Ears, his Highneſs willed him to 
=—_ aloud, thereafter repeating the Confeflion of his Faith 
ord by Word after him; from henceforth the foreſaid Dean 
continued to pray daily with him at his Bed-fide untill his De- 
- Parture, This Night was unquiet as the reſt. : 


The twelfth Day, 


On 2 Morning the fifth of November, and twelfth of 
his Sickneſs, News was ſent unto his Majeſty of the uudoubted 
| Danger, and that there now remained no Hopes or Means of his 

Highneſs's Recovery, but with deſperate and dangerous At- 
tempts, which his Majeſty conſidering, 7 * Leave and abſo- 
lute Power to Doctor Mayerne, (his chief Phyſician) to do what 
he would of himſelf, without Advice of the reſt, if in ſuch 

an Extremity it were poſſible to do any Thing for his 
Highneſs's Safety; but he weighing the Greatneſs of the Cure, 
and Eminency of the Danger, would not for all that adven- 
ture to do any thing of himſelf, without. Adviſe of the reſt 
{which he always took) ſaying, that it ſhould never be ſaid in 

after Ages, that he had killed the King's eldeſt Son; his Majeſty 
mean-while (whoſe Sorrow no Tongue can expreſs) not willing 
nor being able to ſtay ſo near the Gates of ſo extreme Sorrow, 
more like a dead, than a living Man, full of moſt: wonderful 
Heavineſs, removed to 7 s (a Houſe twelve Miles from 
London) there to expect the doleful Event. LED EP 
Mean while, amongſt the Doctors Mayerne, Hamond, Batter, 
and Atkins, Bleeding was now the third Time propoſed ; ſome 
of them {as I think Doctor Mayerne) affirming, that the 
Blood, which by the Vapours being violently chruſt upwards, 
| fling the Brain, did cauſe, by the malign Acrimony and 
Quantity thereof, Ravings and Convulfions ; which Accidents 
xn without ſeeming Pain, becauſe the Spirits were oppreſſed} 
did put his Highneſs in imminent Danger, more than the Be- 
numings, the Cauſe whereof was within the Ventricles of the 
Brain, as alſo the ſaid hot and cholerick Blood in the Mem-

branes; all which conſidered, and that his Highneſs was yet of 
ſofficienr Strength of Body, his Pulſe alſo able to endure, they 
| ſaid, the Opening of a Vein was in their Judgment the only 
Means left: But the reſt of the Counſel miſliking this Adviſe, 
did conclude to. double and treble the Cordials, making a Re- 
vulſion from the Head with a Cliſter, whoſe Working was to 


ſmall Effect; ſave that his Highneſs became more ſenſible there- 


after: In the mean Time the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, hear. 
ing of the Danger, came unto his Highneſs in great Haſte ; 
where finding him in extream Danger, he thought it now more 
than high Time to go about another Kind of Cure ; and there- 
fore, like a wiſe and skilful Phyſician, firſt trying the Humour 
of his Patient, before he would proceed in the Cure, he ad- 
dreſſed bimſelf gently and mildly to ask how his Highneſs 
found himſelf ſince his Departure; at whoſe Reply, ſeein 
every Thing amiſs, he began again further to feel his Mind 
firſt preparing him his Antidote againſt the Fear of Death, that 
the Preparation thereunto, Meditation, and thinking thereof, 
could, nor would bring Death the ſooner, but the contrary 
rather, arming himſelf fo much the more againſt it ; withal 
utting him in Mind of the Excellency and Immortality of the 
Soul, with the unſpeakable Joys prepared for God's Children,; 
and the Baſeneſs and Miſery of the Earth, with all the vain, 
. Inconſtant, momentary, and frail Pleaſures thereof, in reſpect 
of heavenly Foys 3 with many other moſt excellent Meditations 
againſt the ſame Fear of Death, _ ' 7 
Having thus prepared him to hear, he went further, putting 
him in Mind of the Exceeding great Danger he was. in; and 
that although he might recover on he hoped he ſhould) yet, he 
might alſo die; and that ſince it was an inevitable and irrevo- 
cable Neceſlity, that All muſt once die, late or ſoon, (Death 
being the Reward of Sin) he aſked, if it ſhould ſo fall out, 
whether or no he was well pleaſed to ſubmit himſelf to the Vill 
of God; to which he anſwered; yea, withal his Heart, Then 
the Archbiſhop went on demanding Queſtions of his Faith: 
Firſt, of the Religion and Church wherein he lived ; which 
his Highneſs acknowledged to be the only true Church, wherein 


55 only, and without which there was no Salvation: Then of his 


Faith in Chriſt only, by him, and in him, without any Meritz 
of his own, being aſſured of the Remiſſiqn of all his Sins; 
Which he profeſſed he did, hoping and truſting only therein: 

Then of he Reſurrection of the Body, Life Everlaſting, and 
the Joys of Heaven; all which he confeſſed and believed, 
hoping with all Saints to enjoy the ſame.

This Day, and at ſundry other Times ſince his Confuſion of 
Speech, he would many Times call upon Sir David Murray, 


Knight, (the only Man in whom he had put choiſe Truſt) by 


his Name, David, David, Dawid; who, when he came unto 


his Highneſs, demanding his Pleaſure, in Extremity of Pain, 
and Stupefaction of Senſes confounding his Speech, ſighing, he 


did reply, I would ſay ſomewhat, but I cannot utter it; Which 
Form he {lll uſed, ſo long as he had any perfect Senſe or

This done, alſo (but too late) to aſſiſt the reſt, came Doctor 


Palmer, and Doctor Giffard, famous Phyſicians for their Ho- 


neſty, Learning, and Phyſick, who, wich the former four, went 


all fix to a Conſultation, what now remained finally to be done; 
wherein by ſome (as they ſay) was again propounded the Ne- 
flity of Bleeding; the Opportunity whereof, by the Evacua- 


on of his Belly, was now over paſſed. | 
In the End, the Doctors (long before this deſpairing of his 


Recovery) did at laſt agree upon Diaſcordium, as the only 


Means (under Gop) now remaining, which tempered with 
cooler Cordials, was given him in the Þ 
able Gentlemen, about Ten a Clock at Night, the Operation 
whereof was ſmall or none; neither all this while did Nature 
of itſelf incline towards Sweating,” and to force the fame they 
thought it to no Purpoſe. This Night was unquiet as the reſt, 
his Accidents remaining in' the ſame Sort, but now and then 
ſpeaking, but ſo confuſedly that he could not be underſtood.

In this Extremity, 'Sir David Murray (who in this one 
Death ſuffered many) came unto him, intreating him, and ask-

| that he would betimes make known his Mind: But his Spirits 
being overcome, and Nature weak, he was not able to ſay any 
Thing, ſave that of all other Buſineſs, he gave'Order for the 
burning of a Number of Letter, in a certain Cabinet in his 
Clofet, which preſently after his Death was done. es 
Not long after, (as I think) on Friday Morning, about Three 
Clock, his Back-bone, Shoulders, Arms, and Tongue, by 

reaſon of the horrible Violence of the Convulfions, disjoy ntingly 

dividing themſelves, the Effect ſhewing that the retentive Power 
was gone, the Spirits ſubdued, the Seat of Reaſon overcome, 
and Nature fpent ; in which Extremity, fainting and ſwoon- 
mp, he ſeemed twice or thrice to be quite gone; at which Time 

e aroſe wonderful great Shouting, Weepingz and Cryin 

in the Chamber, Court, and adjoy ning Streets, which was 15 
great (together with ſomething elle which they uſed} that they 
brought him again. Tos Mo Pant, 

This Cry was ſo great, that all thoſe in the Streets thought 
he. had been dead; whereupon. it went for the moſt part cur- 
rent, in the City and Country, that he was gone. . 
I am not able to expreſs the unſpeakable Sorrow which every 
where was for this woful News, chiefly-in that doleful Houle, 
you may imagine no Thought can think the Greatneſs thereof, 
nor Underſtanding conceive the ſame, this little which I have

Thus given over of all into the Hands of Gap, did his High- 
neſs lie in extream Pain; during which, ſtill now and then 
| (gil two or three Hours before his Death) looking up, and 
ſpeaking, or vd g, to ſpeak, which for Confuſion and 
ctremity of Pain (being ſo near gone) could not be underſtood, 
all the World were ready in this Deſpair, to bring cordial 
Waters Diapboretict, and Quin I Jential Spirits to be given unto 
him; amongft which, one in the Afternoon was miniſtred; 
which ſet that little Na are remaining, on work, forcing a 
{mall Sweat, which, too late, was the firſt he had; Sir Valter 
Raleigh allo did ſend another from the Tower, which whether 
or no to give him, they did a while deliberate. 


_ Afeer the Operation of the firſt, his Highnek reſted quietly 
a little while, preſently after falling into his former Extremi- 
ties; whereupon (as the laſt deſperate Remedy) with the Leave 
and Adviſe of the Lords of the Council there preſent, the Cor- 
dial ſent by Sir Walier Raleigh (after it had been taſted and 
proved) was given unto him; but in vain, fave that forcing 
that Spark of Life that remained, it brought him again into a 
Sweat; after which, as before, he had ſome Reſt for a little 
while, But, no Remedy, Death would needs be Conqueror;

in yain did they ſtrive againſt the Stream, for he ſhortly after 
became wonderful ill again; Sight and Senſe failing, as alſo 
all the infallible Signs. of Death approaching: In which Ex- 
tremity, the Archbiſhop of Canterbury being there preſent, who 
ſee ing it was now the Time of Times, before the Jaſt Gaſp, to 
Miniſter ſome Comfort unto his Highneſs (if as yet there were 
any Senſe remaining) came unto him, firſt ſpeaking aloud ; put- 
ting him in Mind of all thoſe Things which he had ſpoken 
unto him the Day before in his perfect Senſe, calling aloud in 
his Ear, to remember CHRISTHIESUs, to believe, hope, and 
truſt only in him, with aſſured Confidence of Mercy, to lift u 
his Heart, and prepare him to meet the Lord IESsus, wit 
many other divine Exhortations : Thergafter calling more loud 
than ever, thrice together in his Ear, Sir, hear you me, hear 
you me, hear you me; If you hear me, in certain Sign of 
your Faith, and Hope of the bleſſed Reſurrection, give us for 
our Comfort a Sign, by lifting up of your Hands; which he did, 
lifting up both his Hands together : Again, he deſired him yet 
to give him another Sign, by liſting up his Eyes; Which 
having done, they let him alone; for the Archbiſhop had with 
Streams of Tears, poured out at his Bed-fide, a moſt exceeding

All this while alſo, from three o' Clock in the Morning until 
Night, there was continual Prayer in the Houſe, and jn every 
Place where the Danger was known; by which his Time 
growing nearer and nearer, and he weaker and weaker, thus 
did he lie, patiently ſtriving betwixt Death and Life, una- 
voidable Neceſſity, and Gop's Will forcing Patience, and 
again invincible Courage and Magnanimity (loath to be over- 
come) hewing ſome Indignation and Contempt of Death; ye, 
Death itſelf (for all his Cruelty) Rood a long while hoverin) Jn 
Doubt what to do, fo did his Highneſs's young Years, his Tri- 
umphs at Hand, the Tears, and exceeding Sorrow of Father, 
Mother, Brother, Siſter, the howling Cries of his Servants, and 
of the whole Land {who ſaid, her Loſs, above all was moſt un- 
ſpeakable) move his hard Heart to Pity : But a greater Cry 
before this, having outcried thoſe Cries (even the Cry of our 
Sins) there was no Remedy; for Death (although unwilling) 
not being able to refit the forepaſſed Decree, mult needs ſtrike 
the cruel Stroke; many Times did he from that Morning until 
Night offer to ſhoot and thruſt in bis Dart a little, yet pulling 
it preſently back again, as it were of Purpoſe delaying the 
Time, expecting ſome merciful Mefſage from Heaven, until 
at laſt the cloudy Night bewraying the irrevocable Doom, by

with as many Prayers, Tears, and ſtrong Cries, as ever Soul 

Was, on Friday the ſixth of November, 1612. The Cor 
.. ortly after (as the Cuſtom is) was laid along upon a Table 
on the Floor, being the faireſt, cleareſt, and beſt proportioned, 
without any Kind of Spot or Blemiſh, as ever was ſeen. | 
On the Morrow after came the Lords of the Council, by 
- Appointment from his Majeſty, to give Order for the Opening 
of his Body, &c. which was the ſame Night effected, about 
Five a Clock in the Evening, in Preſence of the Phyſicians and 
. Chirurgepns-who aſſiſted the Cure, together with the Phyſi- 
cian of the Prince Palatine, with many other Knights and 
Gentlemen, in the Chamber where he died, by the Chirurgeons 
of his Majeſty, and his late Highneſs, under all their Hands,

After which, when he had moſt truly and excellently ſnewed

Callege, and: Vice-Chancellor of the Uni- 
verſity, his Text being out of the ſecond of Samuel, Chap. 3, 
Verſe 34, the laſt Words of the Verſe: Aud all the People 
"wet again for him. In ſpeaking whereof, and weeping him- 
ſelf, he made all,the People weep again and again. | 
The Archbiſhop's Sermon (as aforeſaid) being ended, the 
Earls, Lords, and Barons, &c. by this Time having offered 
up their ſeveral Banners and Honours which they carried ;- as 
allo the great Officers of his Houſe, Sir Thomas. Challenor, 
Chamberlain, Sir Charles Cornwallis, Treaſurer, Sir Fobn 
Hollis, Comptrouler, together with his three 'Gentleman- 
Uſhers, Walter Alexander, Anthony Abington, ,-and John 
Lumley, having all by Degrees (Sir Themas Challencr begin- 
ning) broken their white Staves and Rods croſs-wiſe over the 
Coffin, thereby reſigning their Places, the Aſſembly diſſolved ;
